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Worker 
killed by 
lorry on 
the Ml 

A CONSTRUCTION worker was 
killed while working on the Ml 
after a lorry crashed into him in a 
tragic incident which is now 
being investigated by the Health 
and Safety Executive (HSE). 

The 47-year-old, named locally 
as Robert English, was working 
on the motorway within a section 
of roadworks on the northbound 
carriageway near Northampton. 

The lorry hit Mr English just 
before 9am on Monday (October 
10), and emergency services 
including an air ambulance were 
called to the scene. 

Despite their efforts he was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

Friends and family left touching 
tributes to Mr English on the 
Luton on Sunday Facebook page 
this week. Robert’s sister Evelyn 
Hourigan wrote: “Rest in peace 
my darling brother, life will not 
be the same without you.” 

Kirstie-Leigh Gibson added: 

“He was the nicest gentlemen 
and father to his children and 
partner. Such a shame.” 

The HSE has now launched an 
investigation after Mr English 
was hit by the vehicle, believed 
to be a dumper truck. 

It has been reported that he 
was working for a drainage con¬ 
tractor which was subcontracted 
by the Costain/Galliford Try joint 
venture, as part of a £65 million 
project to increase capacity on 
the motorway. 

A spokesperson for the 
Costain/Galliford Try joint ven¬ 
ture said: “We offer our sincere 
condolences to the deceased’s 
family, friends and colleagues at 
this very sad time. An investiga¬ 
tion is under way.” 

A spokesman for the HSE said it 
was ‘aware of the incident’ and 
that it was liaising with 
Northamptonshire Police, which 
will be leading the investigation.

More than 1,000 children 
arrested despite big drop

MORE than 1,100 children were 
arrested by Bedfordshire Police 
last year, according to the latest 
figures. 

Cops arrested 1,175 boys and 
girls aged under 17 in 2015. 

But the statistics, published by 
the Howard League for Penal 
Reform charity, show the number 
of children arrested in 
Bedfordshire has fallen by 37 per 
cent in the last five years. 

In 2010, the force made 1,853 


child arrests, 1,692 in 2011 and 
1,770 in 2012. 

That dropped to 1,390 in 2013 
and fell again to 1,290 in 2014. 

Frances Crook, chief executive 
of the charity, said: “I applaud 
Bedfordshire Police for their suc¬ 
cess in reducing child arrests.” 

The statistics were published in 
a briefing by the charity, Child 
arrests in England and Wales 
2015, on Monday. 

It believes that the drop in num¬ 
bers can be attributed to improved 
staff training, support from com¬ 
munities and better use of 


resources to solve problems as 
well as the removal of national 
targets. 

Across England and Wales, 
police made 102,666 arrests of 
boys and girls aged 17 and under 
during 2015. 

That is a 58 per cent reduction in 
five years. 

Between 2010 and 2015, the 
number of children in prison in 
England and Wales also fell by 58 
per cent. 

Arrests of girls are falling at a 
faster rate than arrests of boys, 
with police forces recording a 63 


per cent drop in girls’ arrests 
between 2010 and 2015. 

“It is particularly gratifying that, 
across England and Wales, the 
reduction in child arrests matches 
exactly the reduction in custody 
for children, and it is no coinci¬ 
dence,” Mr Crook added. 

“The Howard League is proud to 
have played its part in a signifi¬ 
cant change to the policing and 
life chances of children. 

“We have stemmed the flow of 
children into the justice system 
and the consequential downward 
spiral into crime and custody.”

Machete-waving

A MAN has been sentenced 
to six years in prison after 
robbing a betting shop 
armed with a machete. 

Sean Heeney, 31, of Mount 
View, Luton, was sentenced 
at Luton Crown Court on 
Thursday after pleading 
guilty to the robbery which 
took place on March 11. 

Between 8.15pm and 
8.45pm, Heeney entered the 
Dunstable branch of 
Ladbrokes brandishing a 
large machete, and took £700 
from the till. 

The incident was captured 
on the CCTV, and investiga-

tors were able to access foot¬ 
age showing Heeney walking 
to and from the shop. 

He was identified by an 
item of clothing that was 
discarded just before he 
entered the shop, and from 
tattoos on his neck and hand. 

Heeney was sentenced to 


six years’ imprisonment for 
robbery and 10 months for 
possession of a knife, to run 
concurrently. 

Detective Constable 
Stephen Francis, from 
Bedfordshire Police, said he 
was ‘pleased the courts have 
recognised the severity of 
this incident’. 

“He is now paying the price 
for his criminality and this 
should send a clear message 
that crime doesn’t pay. 

“This was a very traumatic 
experience for the two mem¬ 
bers of staff who were in the 
shop at the time of the 
robbery, so I am pleased we 
have secured some sense of 
justice for them.”

‘chest beating’ rite

POLICE have confirmed they 
will have a presence when a 
religious ceremony takes 
place today - after a row 
erupted over whether it 
should be banned. 

The Masjid-e-Ali Muslim 
community group organises 
the annual Shia procession 
which will pass through the 
streets of the Bury Park area 
this afternoon. 

The procession will allow 
people to mourn for Imam 
Hussain, the grandson of the 
prophet Muhammad, in a 
ritual which includes mourn¬ 
ers beating their chests. 

But a petition at change.org, 
created by resident Altaf 
Khan, has called for a ban on 
the ‘chest beating’ proces¬ 
sion. 

Altaf writes: “Self- 

flagellation and chest beating 


scares, offends and frightens 
members of the local 
community.” 

He added that it was an 
‘inconvenience’ for local 
businesses and residents, as 
major streets including Bury 
Park Road will be shut 
from noon until 5pm 
for the event to take 
place. 

The petition has 
been signed by 
more than 1,500 
people, but even ^ 
more have signed a 
counter-petition 
which asks for the 
participants to ‘practice 
our religion in peace’. 

Nearly 2,500 people have 
signed the counter petition 
by Maula da Mallang, who 
writes: “The basis of a 
tolerant society is that it 
allows for the expression of 
religious ceremonies of all 
people equally, within the

boundaries of the law. Shia 
‘chest beating’ (matam) and 
procession (juloos) are 
performed by us, on our¬ 
selves. We neither force any¬ 
one to join us, nor do we do it 
on others.” 

The petition, added 
that the event has 
taken place in 
Bury Park for 
years without 
I any incidents. 

1 The ceremony 
comes just days 
after police were 
called to a self- 
flagellation ceremo¬ 
ny at the Masjid-e-Ali 
mosque, in Beechwood Road, 
on Tuesday to ‘prevent any 
possible disorder’. 

A police spokesman said: 
“Our Community Cohesion 
team work closely with the 
mosque committee and part¬ 
ners, and will be providing a 
policing presence today.”

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Family killed by 
driver on phone

THE driver of a lorry has 
admitted killing a mum and 
her children in a horror 
smash as he was distracted 
by his mobile phone behind 
the wheel. 

Tomasz Kroker, from 
Andover, pleaded guilty to 
causing the deaths of Tracy 
Houghton, her sons Ethan, 
13, and Josh, 11, and her 
partner’s daughter Aimee 
Goldsmith, 11, while driving 
dangerously on the A34 near 
East Ilsey on August 10. 

Tracy, who worked at 
Central Bedfordshire 
Council, had been returning 
to Dunstable from a family 
camping holiday in the south 
west when Kroker’s lorry 
collided with her Vauxhall 
Corsa. 

Her partner Mark 
Goldsmith and his 13-year- 
old son Jake witnessed the 
devastating eight-vehicle 
crash as they followed in the 
car behind. 

On Monday, Kroker entered 
a guilty plea at Reading 
Crown Court to four counts 
of causing death by danger¬ 
ous driving. 


He also pleaded guilty to 
one count of causing serious 
injury by dangerous driving. 

The court heard the 
30-year-old had been using 
his mobile phone as he 
approached a queue of 
vehicles on the road. 

Kroker will appear before 
the court again on October 31 
for sentencing. 

Eight vehicles were involved 
in the crash, with one man 
airlifted to hospital and 11 


more treated for minor 
injuries. Mr Goldsmith was 
also injured, suffering 
whiplash and a broken rib. 

At the time of the crash, 
Tracy’s mum Jo Smith paid 
tribute to her family on social 
media. 

She wrote: “I’m so sad to say 
I am the mother and grand¬ 
mother to all involved in this 
terrible accident. 

“Half my family wiped out 
in one go.”

A HOUSING development 
featuring eight storey flat 
blocks has been refused 
planning permission 
because its appearance was 
‘inappropriate’. 

The scheme would have 
seen 133 one bedroom flats, 
209 two bedroom flats and 44 
three bedroom flats built on 
land adjacent to Caddington 
Road and Newlands Road. 


But members of Luton 
Borough Council’s develop¬ 
ment control committee 
decided to follow the advice 
of planning officers and 
refuse the application - 
despite acknowledging the 
need for social housing. 

There would have been a 
number of eight-storey build¬ 
ing blocks, and planning 
officers felt it would be ‘con¬ 
trived and inappropriate’. 

It was a description agreed 
on by members of the council 
committee, who voted 


against it on Wednesday. 

Councillor Dave Taylor, the 
committee’s chairman, said: 
“The application was refused 
and passions were running 
quite high at the meeting. 

“There is a need for social 
housing in Luton, but purely 
from a planning point of view 
it couldn’t be granted. 

“It was down to the scale of 
the development and it didn’t 
really fit in with the area and 
its surroundings. The plans 
for car parking were totally 
inadequate as well.”

Cars abandoned on the 
street finally removed 


A STREET that had become a 
‘dumping ground’ for cars has 
finally seen the abandoned 
vehicles removed. 

Residents on Camford Way 
had been concerned at the 
high number of cars that were 
being left by owners.

Crackdown on bad 
behaviour in centre

A PLANNED crackdown on anti-social 
behaviour could see a Public Space 
Protection Order (PSPO) implemented in 
the town cenre. 

Luton Borough Council wants to tackle 
street drinking, begging, urinating, defecat¬ 
ing, spitting, dog fouling, littering, legal highs 
and even cases of bird feeding in the centre. 

If introduced, the PSPO would allow the 
Council to introduce measures or fines to 
address these issues and help improve the 
quality of the area for people to enjoy. 

Councillor Rachel Hopkins, portfolio holder 
for community safety, said: “With so much 


exciting change happening across Luton it’s 
vital people are proud of our town centre. 

“The aim of the order would be to ensure 
that the law-abiding majority of people can 
use and enjoy public spaces safe from anti¬ 
social behaviour.” 

Now the council is seeking the views of resi¬ 
dents to see if there is an appetite to intro¬ 
duce the order - just one week after LoS 
reported on a new attack on public boozing. 

Cllr Hopkins added: “Before we make a 
decision on this we want to get views from 
those who live, work or visit the town centre.”

Uni’s new chapter

THE University of 
Bedfordshire’s (UoB) new 
£46 million Luton library 
has seven floors, 154,000 
books - and one pretty awe¬ 
some view of the town from 
the top. 

Students have already been 
studying in the impressive 
glass-fronted building, 
which also has a cafe, 530 
PCs and 916 study spaces 
including private pods, for 
the last few months. 

At its official opening party 
on Thursday, Vice 
Chancellor Bill Rammell 
said he was glad students - 
who even picked out some of 
the furniture for the space - 
had already been taking 
advantage of the new facili- 
tity’s 24/7 opening hours. 

“Records show there are 
about 200 students in here 
in the early hours using the 
library,” he said, joking that 
the floor to ceiling windows 
will ‘help keep the students 
awake’. 

The new building was offi¬ 
cially opened by Luton 
author Stephen Kelman, 
who grew up on the Marsh 
Farm estate and studied 
marketing at UoB before 
having debut novel Pigeon 
English shortlisted for the 


2011 Man Booker Prize. 

He said: “When I was a 
young boy growing up in 
Marsh Farm my horizons 
were quite narrow. The 
library on my doorstep gave 
me aspiration. 

“Libraries have the power 
to transform people. There 
was probably a handul of 
computers and dial-up 
internet in my time, but 
nothing compared to the 
facility you have here today.” 

The new library, designed 
by mosescameronwilliams 


architects, is one of several 
projects planned for the uni¬ 
versity as part of a £180 mil¬ 
lion five-year investment 
plan, including a new build¬ 
ing devoted to Science, 
Technology, Engineering 
and Mathematics. 

“I think the first decision I 
took as Vice Chancellor was 
to completely rip up the plan 
we had for the library else¬ 
where,” Mr Rammell added. 

“It was the right decision 
and you can see the benefits 
of it today.”

Comic Stephen 
is sounding off 



FOR such a mild mannered chap, stand up 
comedian Stephen K Amos has recently 
been feeling quite annoyed. 

Thankfully this talented comic, who has 
been wooing his audiences across three 
decades now, is not keeping it to himself. 

Instead he’ll be offloading his annoyance 
onto his crowds for a new national tour 
entitled World Famous. 

“For the first time in a long time, I am 
feeling really annoyed,” he confirms. 

“So when I’ve been trying out new stuff 
with audiences, I’ve been warning them, 
'you know what, I’m pretty annoyed at 
people’. And for some reason they all laugh 
at that, perhaps because I’m not normally 
seen as a confrontational type.” 

The main source of his current ire is 
social media with its pack mentality and 
irrational hunting down of individuals for a 
comment they’ve made, an opinion they’ve 
expressed or, sometimes, just for having 
the temerity of being alive. 

He said:“I’m in despair about the world 
and mainly annoyed at what people are 
prepared to say and do on social media. 

“I see some of my comedy friends on 
Twitter getting into conversations with 
complete strangers, what is the point? 

“If you don’t like my stuff, you don’t have 
to go online to tell me. But people go out of 


their way to set up a Facebook page to tell 
everyone, 'I hate so and so’. 

“There are so many other things to get 
excited about that effect all of us: like 
Britain having a new PM that we haven’t 
voted for, or potentially having Trump as 
leader of the free world.” 

Despite the mental fatigue he’s feeling 
for the state of the planet, Stephen is still 
driven by hunger and enthusiasm for the 
stand-up world he has been a part of since 
emerging in the late 1990s. 

And he’s getting particularly excited by 
the thought of performing for audiences 
who have very mixed opinions. 

“The only good thing about hearing that 
people voted Brexit or that there are people 
who would vote for Trump is knowing that 
those people are out there in my audience.

THE Hat Factory will set the scene for 
an emotional and poignant play about 
wartime camaraderie. 

Following a three week run at the 
Sheffield Crucible Studio, Folie a deux 
Productions and From Ground Up 
Theatre Company in association with 
House Theatre present the national tour 
of Operation Crucible.

Within it, trapped, were four men.

Home to a romantic page turner 


AUTHOR Catherine Cookson 
was not only one of the UK’s 
most famous novelists but also 
an extraordinary rags-to-riches 
story. 

Born in 1906 to an alcoholic 
single mother in South Shields 
she left school at 14 to work first 
in service and then in a 
workhouse laundry before 
moving to a similar job in 
Hastings, East Sussex. There she 
scrimped and saved to buy a 
large Victorian house and later 
married a local teacher, Tom 
Cookson, with whom she tried 
unsuccessfully to have children. 

After several miscarriages and 
following a diagnosis of 
telangiectasia, a rare vascular 
disease, she began to suffer 
depression and to alleviate this, 
joined a local writers’ group in 
the town. 

Cookson published her first 
novel, Kate Hannigan, in 1950 
aged 44 and went on to write 
almost a hundred books in total, 
racking up global sales of more 
than 123 million books. 



After her first two titles had 
been published, the couple 
bought a stout but spacious 
four-bedroom 1930s detached 
house in St Helen’s, an upmarket 
suburb to the north of the town. 
It is now for sale at £1.1 million 
with agent PCM (01424 839111). 

They moved in on Guy Fawkes 
Day, 1954, despite being warned 
off the property by an agent and 


set about renovating it, 
including the garden, which had 
been used as a dump during the 


But as her and her husband’s 
health failed the couple moved 
back to Catherine’s north 
eastern homeland and a house in 
Jesmond, Newcastle. She died in 
1998 aged 91 followed two weeks 
later by Tom. 


The real Dallas home of 
JR, Bobby, Sue and Pam 


Its got a kind of 
muggle magic 


DO YOU remember when the 
nation obsessed about who shot 
JR? 

If so you’ll have been around 
during the 1980s and been a fan 
of US TV series Dallas, the most 
popular long-running soap opera 
of the decade. 

At its peak the programme 
was watched by 21.5 million 
people in Britain and 350 million 
around the world. 

Its plot followed the endless 
feuds between two rival Texas oil 
families and the show was 
famous for its cliff hangers, the 
most notorious of which took 
place in 1980. An episode in 
November that year finished 
with the mysterious shooting of 
key character J.R. Ewing, played 
by Larry Hagman. 

The whodunit sparked off an 
eight-month global media frenzy 
that spilled over into the UK 
with several newspapers 
dedicating column inches to the 



T his small, 

brown-bricked house 
on the market at 
£475,000 within a quiet 
cul-de-sac on the 
outskirts of a south-east 
commuter town would normally 
only appeal to young couples 
looking for an affordable place 
to start a family. 

But this is no ordinary home. 
To the millions of Harry Potter 


fans around the world it is No.4 
Privet Drive, the house where 
the orphaned Harry has to 
endure his spiteful aunt and 
uncle, the Dursleys. 

The property featured in the 
first film adaption of JK 
Rowling’s books, 2001’s Harry 
Potter and the Philosopher’s 
Stone and was taken over by 
film makers for two weeks in 
order to shoot 


‘murder’. 

But the show was also known 
for its glamorous mansions in 
which the two families lived. 

And one of them is now for sale. 

It’s a 10,341 sq ft faux Georgian 
mansion in North Dallas with 4.3 
acres of gardens, for sale at 12.95 
million. But what many former 
Dallas fans might recognise are 
its interiors, which were used 
regularly in the soap.

THE brooding good looks of the 
Black Edition models that have 
been mainstays of the Audi A4, A5, 
A6 and A7 Sportback ranges have 
inspired a new Q3 Black Edition that 
spearheads a wholesale update of 
Audi’s compact SUV line-up. 

The new top flight Q3 and the 
even better equipped versions 
that sit below it will become 
available later this month priced 
from £26,600, and will reach the 
first customers towards the end 


of the year. 

At entry level the SE trim level 
now becomes Sport through 
the addition of SD navigation as 
standard and through styling 
enhancements that lend an even 
more purposeful air, including 
larger front air vents and a body- 
coloured front diffuser. 

S line Navigation models become 
S line Edition by gaining standard 
interior features such as cruise 


control and the Audi Parking 
System Plus, and by adopting a new 
look for the front end, which now 
incorporates a distinctive horizontal 
strut spanning its full width, above 
which are air inlets with more 
pronounced surrounds and a new 
diamond-pattern mesh design. 

The main attraction in the range 
is now the Q3 Black Edition, which 
stays true to the concept introduced 
elsewhere in the Audi range. 


Replacing the S line plus model, it 
builds on that version’s extensive 
specification with features such 
as standard metallic paint, privacy 
glass from the door pillar rearwards 
and a Bose sound system upgrade, 
but its key point of differentiation 
is a distinctive black treatment for 
many of its parts. 

These start in the cabin with 
piano black inlays, and continue 
outside to take in everything from 
the 19-inch alloy wheels, wheel 
arch cappings and Single Frame 
grille surround to the roof rails, 
rear spoiler and tailpipes, all of 
which are finished in gloss black. 
Under the skin, two TDI diesel 
and two TFSI petrol engines 
are available, depending on the 
chosen specification.

It gives the front-wheel-driven Q3

a 2.0-litre TFSI unit with 180bhp, 
which can be linked to either 
manual or S tronic transmission 
and works with quattro all-wheel- 
drive without exception. 

Forming the diesel contingent are 
two four-cylinder, 2.0-litre TDIs with 
outputs of 150bhp and 184bhp.The

RECORD NUMBERS TAKE ROUTE 66 


BY: STEWART SMITH 

THE UK new car market remained 
steady in September, rising 1.6 per 
cent, according to the latest figures from 
the Society of Motor Manufacturers 
and Traders. 

In total 469,696 cars were registered, 
as buyers purchased the new 66-plate. 
The performance marks the highest 
figures for September on record, while 
the total number of cars registered so 
far this year also grew to 2,150,495 
units - up 2.6 per cent compared with 
the same period last year. 

It is only the second time that the 
two million mark has been passed in 
September since 2004. 


Biggest seller was the Ford Focus with 
19,769 sales followed by the Vauxhall 
Corsa at 14,570. 

Fleet registrations continued to 
drive growth, up 7.3 per cent, while 
registrations to private motorists 
experienced a small decline, down -1.7 
per cent to 223,844 units in the month. 
Meanwhile, diesel registrations rose 2.8 
per cent as petrol’s declined -1.1 per 
cent. 

Alternatively fueled vehicles continued 
to outpace the market, up 32.6 per 
cent against the same month last year 
with a market share of 3.4 per cent.

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Skoda Octavia 
Scout Estate

SKODA faces a tough task with the Octavia Scout 
Estate. 

It has to convince bright young things who need a 
motor practical enough to handle the school run and 
cool enough to take to the beach or mountaintop, not 
to choose one of the many SUV crossover models 
currently more popular than Ant and Dec. 

The Czech motor manufacturer’s response is a quality 
offering that can take on the SUV hordes and strike a 
blow for tradition. 

For this Scout is no boy, but rather a tough all-action 
hero featuring four-wheel drive and a raised ride 
height - giving genuine off-road capability - as well as 
a cave-like bootspace capable of accommodating the 
most outward bound of families. 

The Haldex-5 all-wheel drive system and multi-mode 
drive control give the estate the tools to live up to its 
name making it comfortable in the countryside and 
prepared for anything. 

That’s not to say it is rough on the road or expensive 
to run as under normal conditions front-wheel drive is 
employed - so saving fuel - with the estate civilised to 
drive both around town and on the motorway despite 
its rugged appearance. 

When conditions worsen though, the clever electronics 
recognise when grip is being lost and send power to 
the rear wheels to increase traction with wheelspin 
kept to a minimum. 

The Scout sits more than an inch higher than the 
nomal Octavia Estate and is fitted with underbody 
armour and added protection around the wheel 
arches as well as chunky front and rear skid plates. 
Other styling clues to its off-road pretensions 
include black plastic trim for the sills, bumpers and 
wheelarches while silver roof rails and splashes of 
chrome give it an upmarket feel. 


The cumulative effect of this is to make the Scout 
visually impressive with a ready-for-anything attitude. 
The interior is similarly no-nonsense with a simple 
layout featuring all mod cons such as climate control 
and satellite navigation. 

Creature comforts such as alcatara and leather 
upholstery featuring Scout logos are included, as are 
tinted rear windows. 

The likes of 17-inch alloys and lane departure warning 
systems also make a welcome appearance on the 
standard issue list with optional extras including front 
and rear parking sensors at £350, heated front seats 
at £250 and an advanced connectivity system which 
includes wi-fi and a full colour trip computer display 
costing £1,050. 

There’s plenty of room to get comfortable front and 
back while luggage space starts at 590 litres with all 
the seats in use expanding to 1,580 when the rear ones 
are folded. 

Driven by the less powerful of the 2.0-litre diesel 
engines available - there’s also a 184ps version - the 
car I drove was nevertheless no slouch with 62mph hit 
from a standing start in a shade over nine seconds on 
the way to a top speed of 129mph with the help of a 
slick six-speed manual gearbox. 

In the battle with the all-conquering crossovers the 
Scout does inflict substantial damage when it comes 
to running costs as it boasts a fuel economy figure of 
58.9mpg and emissions of 125g/km. 

In the real world the Scout was getting about 50 to 
the gallon which is pretty good for what is a big motor 
boasting a 1.8-tonne towing capacity. 

It all adds up to a family-friendly package that is well 
kitted out and able to handle the mud when required.

You never know when your pet might react to 
something they think is interesting outside the car. Ideally dogs should be behind a guard or correctly strapped in in the back 
seat. Cats or smaller creatures should be in an appropriately secured carrier. Leaving your pet alone in the car, no matter 
what the temperature might feel like outside, is a big no. Try to take along familiar toys and bedding to provide a relaxed 
setting. Don’t change up the menu! A sudden switch in your pet’s food before the journey can upset them (and their 
stomach!). Take water and a bowl with you to keep your favourite companion well hydrated and take frequent stops for 
exercise and calls of nature. Keep a supply of poo bags in the car just in case. Don’t let your pet stick its head out of the 
window. Dog’s eyes were never designed to travel at 60mph! Follow these guidelines and all onboard should be fine. 


MATING DEER 
WARNING TO DRIVERS

ROAD safety organisation GEM Motoring 
Assist is advising drivers to take extra care 
in areas where deer are common, as their 
breeding season gets underway. 

The coming weeks mean deer are more 
mobile than usual, bringing them onto 
roads and increasing the risk of collisions. 
The human death toll from deer collisions 
ranges between 10 and 20 annually, and 
industry estimates put the cost of damage 
to vehicles alone to be at least £17 million. 
Estimates indicate that up to 75,000 deer 
are killed each year in road collisions. 
GEM road safety officer Neil Worth 
says: “We encourage drivers to be extra 
observant, especially as the mornings and 
evenings get darker. Be ready to take 
appropriate avoiding action if you come 
across a deer on the road ahead. 



“Periods of highest deer activity tend 
to occur at dawn and dusk, coinciding 
with the morning and evening rush hour, 
increasing collision risks in areas where 
deer are common.” 

Experts believe the UK deer population 
numbers more than two million, and 
research from the RSPCA shows around 
75,000 deer are involved in vehicle collisions 
each year, with 10,000 killed instantly.

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FIFA is trying to 
mend something 
that isn’t broken 


AFTER a long and tedious 
international break that left 
many football fans (at least, 
those whose clubs didn’t play 
during it) losing the will to 
live, came some rather 
unwelcome news. 

FIFA president Gianni 
Infantino, who isn’t exactly 
following through on his 
pledge to clean up a global 
governing body riddled with 
corruption, said the possibili¬ 
ty of expanding the World 
Cup is being explored. 

It’s unwelcome because it’s 
worryingly reminiscent of the 
way Infantino’s predecessor 
Sepp Blatter would try to 
influence voters in Africa and 
Asia, as these are two confed¬ 
erations who would unques¬ 
tionably benefit from any 
expansion. 



There are several reasons 
why bigger isn’t always better 
- you only have to look back to 
this summer and the first- 
ever 24-team European 
Championship, which failed 
to take off on the pitch. 

In looking into increasing 
the amount of nations partic¬ 
ipating in World Cup finals, 
FIFA is risking diluting the 
quality of their own tourna¬ 
ment in the way UEFA have 


already done to theirs. 

The numbers mentioned 
range from 40 to as many as 
48 teams potentially becom¬ 
ing involved - the higher one 
involving a format that would 
see a third of them eliminated 
after one game. 

Even with the current 
amount of 32 nations, there 
are several teams who add 
nothing to the competition 
and only make it due to their 
confederation’s quota (I sense 
a few England jokes at this 
juncture). 

But a really compelling 
argument against letting in 
those just below this already 
large pool came during the 
play-off stages of the qualifi¬ 
cation for the 2014 World Cup. 

In one of the more curious 
ties, the fifth-best team in

YOUNG footballers at Luton Town Ladies 
FC were given a coaching session they will 
never forget on Tuesday night, as Arsenal 
and England forward Danielle Carter paid 
them a surprise visit. 

Carter’s appearance at Denbigh High

Girls Only Football Programme, which is 
being run by the Football Association 
along with energy firm SSE. 

The programme provides clubs with 
funding to create girls only coaching ses¬ 
sions and is part of SSE’s commitment to 
supporting the women’s game, which 
includes sponsoring the FA Women’s Cup. 

Carter believes it’s a great way to attract 
young girls to football, with the women’s 
game experiencing a surge in popularity 
due to England’s success in last year’s 
World Cup, where they finished third. 

Carter said: “The main focus of the part¬ 
nership between the SSE and the FA is to 
increase the participation of girls of all 
ages, which I think is brilliant. 


“There weren’t many things like this 
when I started out. It was a case of finding 
a team, going and joining a boys’ team. 

“There was never anything that said 
‘come and join us, let’s see if you really 
like it, let’s see if we can encourage you to 
go on and meet your potential.’” 

Meeting her potential is something 
Carter has done a great job of in the last 
year, as she scored the winning goal for 
Arsenal in this season’s FA Women’s Cup 
final at Wembley with a wonderful curling 
effort against Chelsea. The 23-year-old 
also marked her senior international 
debut with England by scoring a hat-trick 
against Estonia in September last year.

LUTON manager Nathan Jones 
joked that Danny Hylton makes 
him want to punch the striker at 
times - but that goals make up for 
his wild side after he got himself 
in hot water but netted the winner 
against Leyton Orient. 

The frontman notched his eighth 
of the campaign in the 2-1 League 
Two win, but he got himself 
booked after the O’s halved the 
deficit late on, by clashing with 
Sandro Semedo who had original¬ 
ly squared up to Town’s opening 
goalscorer Cameron McGeehan. 

Referee Trevor Kettle took 
Hylton’s name despite protesta¬ 
tions and that will see him sus¬ 
pended for next week’s clash 
against Mansfield, for accumulat¬ 
ing five cautions so far this term. 

“The frustrating thing for him is 
because it wasn’t him that caused 
it,” Jones said. 

“The ref was trying to book him 
and he was trying to explain and 
sometimes it comes across in the 
wrong way. 

“It’s frustrating and he makes 
you want to punch him at times, 
but then he does what he does. 


He’s my main man and I love him 
because he gets me goals, he leads 
the line, he’s tireless, he’s a nui¬ 
sance, he’s the best in the league.” 

Asked what Hylton had done to 
find his way into another referee’s 
notebook, Jones said: “I don’t 
entirely know what it’s for but he’s 
in the moment and if it is then it’ll 
be ill-discipline. 

“I have to find out exactly what it 
is but he’s always in the mix, he’s 
that type of player. It’s hard to take 
that away from him because you 
get eight goals. He’s one of the top 
scorers in the league because he’s 
that type. 

“I need to curb something but at 
least now, after this game, he’ll get 
a bit of respite because he’s got five 
bookings to get [another suspen¬ 
sion]. He’s already missed two 
games through suspension 
already and I don’t want him miss¬ 
ing any more.” 

Jones had no qualms with Mr 
Kettle, however, but said: “It’s 
frustrating for us and I want to 
hammer Danny but sometimes, 
after the performances he puts in 
it’s difficult. 

“That can’t tarnish an overall 
performance. He’s led the line, he 
was outstanding and he would 
have been the type, when I was a 
player, that you don’t relish play¬ 
ing against.”

THE masked menace made Orient 
pay this weekend - in every aspect 
the Luton win was another classic 
day at the office for Danny Hylton. 

The striker - still sporting the face 
furniture to protect his broken 
cheekbone - scored his eighth of the 
season to see Town to their first 
League Two win in four games. But 
the man is a yellow card waiting to 
happen and he got himself booked 
in bizarre circumstances. He will 
now miss the Mansfield game for 
collecting five cautions already this 
term. 

It had all been going so well for the 
forward and the Hatters before the 
79th minute. Cameron McGeehan - 
who celebrated the victory by rush¬ 
ing off after the game to watch Justin 
Bieber at The 02 - notched his sev¬ 
enth of the campaign with a first 
half strike and Hylton doubled the 
lead in the 75th minute. Jack Marriott 
was instrumental in both goals. 

But then, from a position of com¬ 
fort, Luton ensured their wait for a 
clean sheet stretched to an eighth 
straight game as Ollie Palmer tucked 
in off the post. It was a soft goal to 
give the O’s. 

To make matters worse, as the 


Hatters lined up for the restart, 
Hylton got involved in a scuffle 
between McGeehan and Sandro 
Samedo and found his way into ref¬ 
eree Trevor Kettle’s notebook. 

Boss Nathan Jones, knowing what 
that meant, was pulling his hair out 
on the touchline, but after the final 
whistle he pushed the reluctant 
frontman forward to take the 
applause of the 1,341 travelling 


Town faithful. They didn’t mind 
about his misdemeanour, they were 
busy chanting ‘Nathan Jones’ Barmy 
Army’. 

There were four changes from last 
weekend’s lacklustre draw against 
Crewe with right back Stephen 
O’Donnell a late replacement for 
James Justin, who had been named 
on the team-sheet but injured his 
calf in the warm-up. Also returning 


were Alex Gilliead, Glen Rea and 
Jordan Cook who came into the side 
at the expense of Pelly-Ruddock 
Mpanzu, Jake Gray (both on the 
bench) and Oily Lee. 

Keeper Christian Walton, back in a 
Luton shirt after making his England 
Under-21 debut on Tuesday, was

went wide from eight yards. 

Luton were set up to play on the 
counter and that’s how the opener 
came. Gilliead, who’d earlier hit the 
top of the bar with a cross, picked 
the pocket Jay Simpson midway into 
Orient’s half, burst forward and set 
up Marriott. Instead Cisak saved 
and presented McGeehan with the 
easiest tap-in of his life. 

Luton nearly made it 2-0 with a 
similar chance just before the hour. 
Marriott chased McGeehan’s ball 
over the top and cut inside the pen¬ 
alty area, but his shot was tipped 
onto the post by Cisak. At the other 
end, Walton had little to do but still 
had to beat away Palmer’s long range 
blast. That memory was quickly 
overtaken by Hylton’s winner. 

The O’s must have thought they’d 
averted danger after the striker’s 
flick set Marriott free. Yvan Erichot 
made the saving tackle but the 
young Hatter found his strike part¬ 
ner who blasted home. Soon after it 
should have been 3-0. Hylton played 
in Gilliead but he shanked his shot 
wide and Orient went up the other 
end and scored. It was a double blow 
for Luton as Hylton’s went from Dr 
Jekyll to Mr Hyde at the restart. 

Full credit to the forward from 
there though. 

He conducted himself in the per¬ 
fect way afterwards, with some 
canny forwards play which helped 
take the sting out of any potential 
late Orient surge. 

He’ll be missed next week, there’s 
no masking that.
